TOKYO, Friday, Dec. 16.—(UP)— 
A tremendous death toll was feared 
today as firemen conquered a fire that 
raced through the upper five stories 
of the eight-story Shirokiya depart- 
ment store. 

Seven persons were known dead. 
One hundred and ten injured were 
being treated in hospitals. — i 

The store management said 1,300 
employes had been working on the 
floors that were swept by flames, and 
it was feared many of them perished. 

There was no estimate of the num- 
ber of shoppers—mostly women and 
children—who were trapped. 

Of 70 waitresses employed in a 
restaurant on the seventh floor, 40 
were missing and 30 were rescued. 

The fate of an estimated 500 women 
and children who were caught on the 
roof vy.as unknown. A menagerie in- 
eluding lions and bears was located 


on the roof. 
Firemen even after they had con-

‘heat and smoke to the roof.

Military airplanes circled the build- 
ing, attempting to determine the fate 
of those on the roof.

Frantic women could be seen on 
the roof. Their screams mingled with 
the roars of animals behind the bars. 

Hundreds of mothers had taken their 
children to the roof to show them: the 
animals. Others had ascended to 
offer a quiet prayer at the secluded 
little shrine of Kwannon, goddess of 


mercy. , 
Only red flames could be seer with- 
in the concrete walls of the towering 
building. Huge clouds of smoke bil- 
lowed through the windows. Oc- 
casional explosions were heard as 
celluloid Christmas toys exploded. 

Occasionally a body hurtled over the 
cornice of the building, tumbling gro- 
tesquely through the smoke-filled 
space. 

Thousands of spectators shouted and 
screamed. Among them were many 
whose relatives were within the blaz- 
ing structure. Police restrained them 
with difficulty. or) 

Of the seven known dead, most of 
them leaped or fell to death, police 
said. 

Several women were killed when 
ropes by which they were being low- 
ered burned. Shopgirls hastily untied 
the “obis’—the long, broad sashes 
they bind tightly about their bodies, 
and made a rope of them. Flames 
ate through them, too. 

No ladders were long enough to 
reach the roof. Firemen fought up- 
ward from inside the store, while oth- 
ers ascended by ladders and pompiers, 
turning streams of water into the 
building. After two hours the flames 
begun to subside. 

Soldiers of the imperial bodyguard 
joined police and firemen in rescue 
work.

Resolution Carrying Dry 
Safeguard.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 15.—@)— 
Modification of the Volstead\law to 
permit the manufacture and sale of 


beer of 3.2 per cent alcoholic content [ 


by weight was approved today by the 
powerful house ways and means com- 
mittee with a swiftness of action that 
surprised both its ardent supporters 
and avowed opponents, 

The provision to legalize wine was 
eliminated from the original Collier 


bill, but the committee agreed to con- 
sider a separate measure at a meet- 
ing probably tomorrow which would 
give the house an opportunity to vote 
on the proposition. 

Chairman Collier estimated that 
the bill, if enacted, would “provide 
$175,000,000 a year at least in reve- 
nue, and will go far toward balancing 
the budget.” He lans to call it up 
for house action Tuesday. The vote 
ordering the bill reported to the house 
was 17 to 7 with party lines split. 

Although the roll call was not made 
public, it was unofficially reported 
that 11 democrats and 6 republicans 
voted for and 3 democrats and 4 re- 
publicans voted against. Two “lame 
ducks,” Representatives Hawley, of 
Oregon, and Timberlake, of Colorado, 
republicans, voted in opposition. 

As revised for re-introduction, the 
bill calls for a $5-a-barrel tax on a 
barrel of beer of 31 gallons; increases 
the occupational tax or license for 
brewers from $100 to $1,000; imposes 
a $50 annual license fee on wholesale 
distributors and a $20-a-year license 
fee on retailers. No restrietions are 
provided for the sale of the beverage, 
except such state laws as exist. 

The committee directed Represent- 
ative Lea, democrat, California, lead- 
er of the wine bloc, to introduce a 
wine bill. Immediately after the com- 
mittee adjourned the bill was dropped 


into the hopper, and Lea said he ex- | 


pected it to be acted upon tomorrow. 
N>» additional hearings are to be held 
on the wine legalization proposal. 

Meanwhile, a senate judiciary sub- 
committee neared agreement on the 
form of a resolution to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment calling for fed- 
eral protection to dry states. The 
group will meet again tomorrow in an 
effort to complete phrasing the meas- 
ure for submission to the full com- 
mittee, 

Those house members’ unofficially 
reported as voting for the beer meas- 
ure were Collier, of Mississippi, chair- 
man; Rainey, of Illinois; Doughton, 
of North Carolina; Hill, of Washing- 
ton; Canfield, of Indiana; Cullen and 
Sullivan, both of New York; McCor- 
mack, of Massachusetts; Dickinson, 
of Missouri; Lewis, of Maryland, and 
Vinson, of Kentucky, all democrats, 
and Bacharach, of New Jersey; Had- 
ley, of Washington; Watson, of 
Pennsylvania; Chindblom, of Illinois; 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, and Estep, 
of Pennsylvania, republicans. 

Those reported as voting against 
were: Hawley, of Oregon; Crowther, 
of New York; Timberlake, of Colo- 
rado, and Treadway, of Massachu- 
setts, republicans; Cooper, of Ten- 
nessee; Saunders, of Texas, and Ra- 
gon, of Arkansas, democrats. 

Representative Rainey, of Illinois, 
the. democratic floor leader, said, “We 
will take up the beer bill Tuesday ag 
a privileged matter under the genera 
rules of the house.” The wine bill, 
if reported formally by the ways and 
means committee, he said, would be 
considered later. 

Collier said he hoped to introduce 
the revised beer bill tomorrow and 
would ask the house to grant him un- 
til midnight tomorrow to file the com- 
mittee’s formal report. 

In that connection, Representative 
Hawley, ranking republican, served 
notice that he would file a minority

RETALIATION SEEN 
AS FRANCE JOINS 
DEFAULTERS LIS! 


Prohibitive Visa Fee May 
Be Invoked Against 
Those Nations Evading 
Obligations. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 15.—4)— 
The treasury’s books tonight recorded 
France, Belgium and three lesser Eu- 
ropean nations in default on their ch- 
ligations to the United States while 
opposite the names of Great Britain, 
Italy, Czecho-Slovakia, Finiand, Lat- 
via and Lithuania was written the 
word “paid.” 

Thus the first general war debt pay- 
ment date since inauguration of the 
Hoover one-year moratorium on inter- 
governmental debts—midsummer a 
year ago—found the nations owing 
America sharply divided into two 
groups. 

The bitter feeling engendered in 
congress by France's refusal to pay 
manifested itself afresh today in leg- 
islative proposals to hamper default- 
ing nations.

BRITISH STILL HOPE 
FOR EARLY REVISION 


Radical Leader Meets 
Difficulty Forming the 
French Cabinet as Her- 
riot Remains Aloof. 


By the Associated Press. 

Paris, for more than 24 hours with 
only a shadow government, since the 
debt payment issue had overthrown 
the Herriot’ ministry last night, wit- 


nessed efforts of Camille Chautemps, 
minister of the interior under Her- 
riot, to form a new government. 

The radical party leader accepted 
the premiership after Herriot had de- 
clined President Lebrun’s offer to re- 
sume the post from which he was 
toppled early Wednesday when he de- 
manded that France meet the Decem- 
ber 15 payment. Later he declined 
Chautemps’ offer of the foreign min- 
ister’s portfolio, making it clear that 
he still believes that France should 
honor her signature and can not take 
any part in a government that doesn t 
accept his ideas on this subject, 
America’s war debt accounts, cast 
up at the teceaury, definitely classed 
five nations in default, while six oth- 
ers, led by Great Britain, were mark- 
ed as honoring the bond of their in- 
ternational obligations. 

_Defaulting nations are France, Bel- 
gium, Poland, Hungary aud Estonia. 
Paying are Great Britain, Italy, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Finland, Latvia and 
Lithuania. 

Nearly one hundred million was 

paid, virtuaily all of it in gold or 
United States bonds, at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. 
In London, a stack of ‘gold bars 
was rolled from one side of an un- 
derground vault to the opposite wall, 
to await the reserve bank's with- 
drawal. The country’s ieaders def- 
initely turned their attention to win- 
ning a revision of the present debt 
funding agreement.

A cup of coffee contains a fair 
medicinal dose of caffeine, an alka- 
loid of the same class as strychnine, 
morphine, atrophine, etc., though caf- 
feine is comparatively nonpoisonous. 
The purpose for which physicians ad- 
minister the drug caffeine by mouth 
or by hypodermic injection is stimula- 
tion. It stimulates the heart; it stim- 
ulates the cerebrum; it stimrlates the 
spinal cord; it stimulates the kidneys,

of a similar alkaloid called theine. 


its effects are similar in all respects | 
to those of caffeine, tea being some- 
what milder than coffee. 

It is conceivable in certain circum- 
stances these beverages or drugs 
might he heneficial for a child, but 
that would be a matter for the phy- 


of tea or coffee are not desirable for 
the normal, healthy child. That is 
why we think children under 16 vears 
of age should not take tea or coffee. 
If children must have a_ beverage 
other than water, soup, milk or any 
fresh fruit juice in season, cocoa or 
chocolate is less injurious to them 
than is tea or coffee. But when a 
child is given cocoa or chocolate as a 
beverage the greater the amount of 
milk or cream and the less chocolate 
or cocoa in the drink the better for 
health. Often the child°who hase been 
spoiled at home will refuse to take 
plain milk as a beverage, in school or 
elsewhere, but if the milk is flavored 
with caramel (burnt sugar) or with 
the neurotieally 
trained youngster will take it without 
the usual. fuss.
